DISCIPLINE IN. RELIGION 


. 


The Rev. E. H. F. Campbell, M.A., 
preaching on ‘‘ Discipline and Religion— 
Faith, not Feeling,’’ at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday, in connection 
with the Church of Ireland Home Mission 
Society, said that discipline was to-day a 
vital factor in the religious life. ’ 

It was only fair to say, said the preacher, 
that the present generation had a healthy 
sense of social service and duty towards 
their neighbours, but it was lacking visibly 
in its duty towards God. For that very 
reason the world was making very slow pro- 
gress towards the real alleviation of human 
suffering and human wrongs. Discipline 
was not a very popular word nowadays, but 
no man could ever lead or influence his 
fellow-men unless he first learnt to discipline 
himself, : 

How often, he asked, did one h®ar‘in these 
days of a man’s duty to those around him, 
to his country, to his trade union, to him 
self and to his family, and how compara- 
tively seldom did one hear much said of 
his duty towards God? 

Those who specialised in education to-day 
spoke of a certain restlessness of mind in 
the modern child.  Restlescness, however, 
did not of necessity mean alertness, but 
rather a tendency to let the mind wander 
from one thing to another without any real 
power of concentration. It was easy to see 
the cause for this. The cinema, the hur- 
ried panorama of a young child’s experiences 
to-day, the spirit of constant change and 
rush, which had penetrated into the spiri- 
tual sphere, special services in the churches 
—special features, sometimes, to draw people 
to God in a sensational way—all lead to this.
